he names or initials of both ballot clerks, and no other ballot can be used. 
Upon receiving his ballot, the voter must retire alone to a booth or com- 
partment and prepare:the same for voting, A ballot clerk may inform the: 
•oter as to'the proper manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advise 
or Indicate In any manner whom 1o vote for.

If a voter wishes to vote 'for all the candidates nominated by any party 


ic shall make a cross or other mark under the party designation printed 
it the top of the ^ballot in the circle made for that purpose. 
A ballot so 


narked and having no other mark will be counted for all the candidates of 
that party in the column underneath, unless the names of some of the can- 
didates of the party have been erased, or a name 'Shall be written in, or a 
cross mark be placed in the square at the righfof the nanie or names of can- 
didates ln^another column. If the voter does not wish to vote for all the 
candidates-nominated by one party, he shall mark his ballot by making" a 
cross or mark In the square at-the right, of the name of the candidate for 
whom he. intends to vote or by. inserting or ^vr!ti^g in the name of the 
candidate.

The ballot should not be marked In any other manner. 
If'the ballot be 


spoiled, l,t must bo returned to'the ballot clerk, who must issue another in 
its atead, but no more than three in all shall be Issued to any one voter.. 
Five minutes time is allowed in booth to mark ballot, .Unofficial or memo- 
randum to assist the voter in marking his ballot can be taken into the 
booth, and may be used to copy from1. 
The ballot must not be shown so

sprinkling 
of 
ordinary, every-day 


travelers who were caught in the 
snow blockade and unable to get any-, 
where. 
Some of the travelers were 


without nioney and unable to crro- 
vide themselves with the necessities 
of life, and others who had money 
did not seem to be backward in ac- 
cepting charity from the hands of 
our citizens, which was given out to 
them withou't stint regardless of the 
appearance or linancial condition of 
(he applicant. 


The travelers had at first come as 


far as N'ew Lisbon, and Ijete they 
lound themselves blocked from fur- 
ther progress' by the storm that was 
raging, and they were compelled to 
lie there about, thirty hours. 
Food 


ran short in tho fore part of' the 
game, and prices began to soar, and 
the result was that they were com- 
pelled to pay 30 cents for an egy 
sandwich, and those who had no 
money y.at around 
the 
depot 
and 


looked as pleasant as was possible 
under the circumstances. However, 
the distress of some was relieved by 
the charity of others and notwith- 
standing the conditions, all of them 
came thru the ordeal alive. 
* 


Then on Friday morning the wel- 


come news came that a train was to 
l>e run thru to the north, and it act- 
ually did come thru as far as this 
city, arriving here at 11 o'clock in 
the forenoon. 
Some of the travelers 


wore nearer home than they were be- 
fore, but it was impossible for the 
train to proceed further than this 
city, owing to the blockade between 
Rudolph and .Junction City. How- 
ever, there was no disposition on the 
part of our people to" rob the travel- 
ers, and while some of them went to 
the hotels in the city, the others 
were fed by the Federation, with the 
assistance of the Elks and other or- 
sanizMions of the city. Sandwiches 
uid coffee were taken to the train to 
relieve the immediate suffering of 
iie marooned ones, and 
later 
the 


travelers were taken to the Elk club 
where they were .served a square 
meal and made as much at home as 
was possible with the short notice 
that the boys had. 
One lady who 


was returning from the hospital at 
Koehester, Minnesota, where she had 
undergone an operation^ but a short 
time- before, was taken to the iiospi- 
tai in this city where she was given 
proper care, and others who were 
.suffering from ailments were given 
medical assistance by our local physi- 
cians. The change from Xew Lisbon 
to this ciiy was very marked, and the 
travelers were not slow in express- 
ing their appreciation of the manner 
in which they were treated by our 
citizens. 


In the meantime the Milwaukee 


road officials were making every pos- 
sible effort to open the road north of 
here, but owing to a persistent gale 
and drifting snow, it was impossible 
to do anything. 
Superintendent Ei- 


rfrefrgc -came up here-It-rmself to look 
alter the work of shoveling out the 
immense drifts near Rudolph, and 
.soon after getting to that place the 
drifting snow blocked the relief train 
that he was on and there was noth- 
ing that could be done until the wind 
let up. A few of the travelers did get 
home by round-about methods, but 
most of them were compelled to re- 
main here 
until 
Monday morning, 


when the blockade was raised, and 
trafuc over the north end of the lino 
resumed. 
• It was a most remarkable exper- 
ience, and one that has never before 
been encountered even by the,oldest 
inhabitant.

didates of the party have been erased or a name -shall be written in, or a 
cross mark be placed in the square at the right of the name or names of can- 
didates in another column. 
Tf the votsr does not wish to vote for all the 


candidates'nominated by one party, he shall mark his ballot by making a 
cross or mark in the square at the right of the name of the candidate for 
whom he intends to vote or by inserting or writing in the name of the 
candidate. 


The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. 
If the ballot be 


spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in 
Us stead, but no more than three in all shall be issued to any one voter.. 
Five-minutes time is allowed in booth to mark ballot. 
Unofficial or memo- 


randum to assist the voter in marking his ballot can be taken into the 
booth, and may be used to copy from. 
The ballot must not be shown so 


that any person can see how it has been marked by the voter. 


After it is marked it should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, 


but so that the printed indorsements and signatures of the ballot clerks on 
the outside may be seen. Then the voter should pass out of the booth or 
compartment, give his name to the inspector in ^charge of the ballot box, 
.hand him his ballot to be placed in the box .and pass out of the voting place. 


A voter, who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, 


or that .by.reason of r/hysical disability "he is unable to rnar^k his ballot, can 
have assistance of one or two election officers in marking same, to be chosen 
by the voter; .and if he declares that he is totally blind, he may be assisted 
by any person chosen by him from among the legal voters of the county. 
The presiding1 officer may administer an. oath in his discretion as to such 
person's disability. . '

ceivable conditions... By familiarizing 
himself before the planting seasons in 
fall and spring with the different types 
of roses and the purposes for which 
they are especially suited, the rose 
gardener In city or countryt may add 
greatly to the attractiveness of his 
home. 


Hoses for use on lawns nnd along 


borders must have habits of growth 
and foliage which fit them particu- 
larly for muss effects. Foliage, In fact, 
Is moro to be desired under such con- 
ditions than fine flowers, since it Is a 
feature during the whole growing'sea- 
son, while the flowers mny cover a, pe- 
riod less than a fortnight In length. 
When suitable sorts are chosen, roses 
nre quite as appropriate and effective

cover 2 to 3 feet high. It grows well 
at the seaside find under other ad- 
verse conditions. The Pralrlo rose has 
a wider range than .any of the,other 
roses named above, being native from 
Canada to Florida nnd west to Wis- 
consin, Nebraska and Texas. It Is a 
single variety nnd thrives under ad- 
verse conditions. Among the other 
roses which may be particularly use- 
ful for landscape planting are tho Ar- 
kansas rose, Sweet Brier, Rosa eglan- 
terln.or Rosa lutea, Dwarf Polyantha, 
Cabbage rose, and the Damask rose. 


The roses classed In the lawn and 


border group are adapted to a wide 
range of soil conditions and may be 
counted on to succeed in any but ex- 
tremely heavy or very sandy soils. 
Many of them will do well oven on 
such soil types. The principal essen- 
tials are thorough drainage and a plen- 
tiful supply of organic matter, with «• 
reasonably constant water supply dur- 
ing the growing season. In general a 
soil capable of growing good garden 
or field crops Is suitable for roses. The 
deeper the soil and the better the 
preparation 
at 
the 
beginning, 
the 


more satisfactory will be the results. 


The best fertilizer for roses Is rotted 


cow manure, though any other well- 
rotted mn nil re or good compost will 
serve the purpose. Fresh manure, es- 
pecially -horse 
manure, 
should 
be 


avoided, though If no other manure Is 
available It may be used with extreme 
care. It must not come In direct con- 
tact with the roots when planting nor 
should, any quantity of It be used im- 
mediately beneath the plant to cut off 
direct- connection with the subsoil nnd 
the water supply.

Cottonseed 


meali where it Is cheap enough, may 
be uspd as a substitute for bone. Wood 
ashes are sometimes a helpful addi- 
tion or, when they are not available, 
lime and muriate of potash may be 
used and should be applied separate- 
ly. Rose growers having only sandy 
soils should make more frequent ap- 
plications of manure than those deal- 
ing with the heavier soils, since the 
organic matter burns out more rapid- 
ly In a soil rich in sand. 


The chief consideration In the plant- 


Ing plan .for roses for landscape ef- 
fects is that the plants should be so 
spaced that when they reach maturity 
they will come together without over- 
crowding. 
The habits of growth of 


the particular varieties chosen will be 
the determining factor. 
The spacing 


should in general range from 2 to ,G 
feet. Early spring planting Is bcst'ln 
the extreme northern part 
of 
the 


United States and on the western 
plains where there are strong drying 
winds in winter. In other reglgns fall, 
planting Is advantageous but'not suf- 
ficiently so to warrant postponing 
planting from spring until nutumn. 
When possible, however, it is well 
enough to push planting in the fall 
rather than to wait 
until 
spring. 


Spring planting should be done as 
soon as the ground is dry enough to 
work, or when It springs apart after 
being squeezed 
In the hand. 
Fall 


planting is best done ns soon as the 
leaves have fallen from trees and 
bushes. 


Planting methods for border and 


lawu roses apply nlso to practically .all 
other roses. Slock should be planted 
as soon as possible after It arrives. 
When it is impossible to plant im- 
mediately, the plants should bo placed 
in a trench and the roots covered. If 
tho plant roots are dry when received, 
sdaking .them In water- an hour or 
more before this heeling-ln Is done is.

More plants are killed by undue ex- 


ptQSure of roots at planting time than 
from any other cause. No matter how 
short the-distance to the permanent 
planting' Location, plants ' should be 
taken there with the roots thoroughly 
covered.

In planting1 dormant bushes it is de- 


siruble to trim the ends of broken 
roots and any that nre too long just 
before they are put Into the hole, so 
thnt there will be smooth, fresh sur- 
faces which can callus and heal over. 
It Is usual to have this fresh-cut sur- 
face on the under side of the root The 
hole In which the bush Is to be 
planted 
should 
bo 
several inches 


larger'across than the roots will ex- 
tend and ample In depth, with a little 
loose earth oh the bottom. The roots 
should be separated well In all direc- 
tions with t:li« soil well worked In 
among them, separating them 
Into 


layers, each of which should be spread 
out like the fingers of the hand. When 
the hole Is partially full, the plant 
should be shaken np and down so as 
to make sure it is in close contact 
with the soil under the crown whore 
the roots branch. When the roots nre 
well covered the soil should be tirmed. 
This Is best done by tramping. If the 
soil Is In proper condition tramping 
cannot Injure the plants. 
This will 


leave a depression about them, but all 
the roots will be covered. 


When all are planted, each one may 


be' watered, although this usually is 
not necessary, especially If the roots 
have been puddled before planting. If 
water is applied, permit it to soak in 
about the roots nnd then fill the hole 
with dry earth. 
Do not tramp after 


watering. With the soil wet it would 
be Injurious to compact It more. 
If 


not watered the depression should be 
filled with loose earth the same as 
though It had b(?en watered. 
After 


planting no watering should be done 


be''.avoided.. Most, of the roses sug- 
gested for border planting are im- 
proved by having the whole top cut 
oft.every .five or six years. All prun- 
ing of.these roses should be done In 
the spring, us summer or fall pruning 
would remove the hips; prematurely 
artel thus rob the plants of much of 
their attractiveness during'the winter. 


Border and lawn roses are hardy 


and need protection • only under ex- 
tremely 
trying, conditions. In 
the 


arid plains region, if the autumn hns 
been exceptionally dry, it may be ad- 
visable tho first winter to provide a 
good mulching after the soil has been 
thoroughly soaked. 
Covering will be 


unnecessary. 


Roses for the Arbor and Trellis. • 
The character of the foliage and 


hardiness should be important consid- 
erations in choosing types of climbing 
roses for "covering arbors, trellises, 
pergolas, pillars and similar struc- 
tures, 
noses used tn this way -are 


usually in conspicuous places and flow- 
ers can be depended on for oruameu- 
»tal effects for a relatively short period 
only during the year. Climbing roses 
with a poor leaf development or those 
especially liable to attack by insects 
und diseases, therefore, make but a 
poor appearance. The climbing roses 
nre divided roughly into two divisions. 
The pillar roses are those not growing 
more thnn 6 or S feet high..The more 
vigorously growing roses of the group 
are the climbers or ramblers. 


Of the trellis and arbor roses the 


members of the Wlchuraian.-i or Me- 
morial group nre among those most 
resistant to disease nnd insect attack. 
They have'foliage pleasing- to the eye 
throughout 
practically 
all 
seasons. 


Tbe blossoms are white and single. 
The 
Multiflorn climbers 
llower 
in 


clusters. Many of them, however, es- 
pecially the so-called ramblers, are 
subject to mildew and insect attacks. 
They are reasonably hardy in the 
North. Roses of the Laevigata group, 
represented'by the Cherokee, on the 
other hand, require a warm climate. 
This Is true also of the roses of the 
climbing Noisette group represented 
by the MiirochnI Nial and Lamarque. 
These roses are suitable for culture 
only in the warmer sections where the 
winter temperature seldom falls below 
10 degrees F. above zero. 


Climbing roses require large quanti- 


ties of plant food. The. body of good 
soil available should be equal to a 
mass 3 feet square and 30 inches deep. 
A hole of this volume should be dug 
and filled with good garden soil mixed 
with 
well-rotted manure. 
Climbers, 


like, nil other roses, require good 
drainage. No roses will thrive where 
water stands about their roots. Plant-

unless very dry weather follows, and 
oven then care must be exercised not 
to overdo it till after growth starts. 
In watering, It Is desirable to di'jjw 
away some earth from about the bush, 
apply tlje water,' and after It has 
soaked In draw dry earth about the 
plant again. 


The purposes for which roses are 


planted largely will determine the 
pruning methods to be employed.. At 
the time of planting border and lawn 
roses one-half to two-thirds of the 
wood should be removed. At later 
primings' weak branches should be 
taken off, and long canes that would 
be liable to whip around and loosen 
the plant should be cut back. As. fur 
as practicable, pruning other than this 
should be accomplished by'cutting,out- 
whole branches rather than by cutting 
off the ends.. After the first year, 
pruning should- consist of removing 
dead, dying, or weak wood, and cross- 
Ing branches, Including nny that.may 
be found, with discolored pith. Cut-

Special pruning methods must be 


employed for climbing roses. 
These 


methods nre determined by more or 
less of a compromise between the de- 
sire, on the one hand, to force the 
growth of blossom-bearing, new wood, 
by removing old wood, nnd, on the 
other hand, the desire to keep arbors 
and similar structures ut least partial- 
ly covered. 
One-half 
of 
the wood 


should be pruned from all the climb- 
ers, as from the other types of roses, 
al planting, time. In the case of the 
established plants the Wichuraiana 
and'hardy climbing roses should be 
pruned just after blooming. At this 
time young shoots will have started 
from the roots. The growth of these 
shoots should be encouraged, as It Is 
from them thnt most of the branches 
nre produced that bear the following 
year's bloom. The best way is to re- 
move all the old wood at this time, so 
that nil the strength will go into the 
young shoots. 
Where the roses are 


trained over a trellis so high that one 
season's growth will not cover It, the 
method just described is not practi- 
cable; In such cases some of the old 
shoots should be cut off at the ground, 
nnd the others should be shortened 
from 3 to 6 feet, depending on the 
amount, of growth the vine has been 
making each year. New shoots should 
be trained to take the place of those 
removed. It should be kept constant- 
ly In mind .that' the present year's 
growth bears next' year's flowering 
branches nnd that n few vigorous 
branches are 
more desirable than 


many weak ones. 


Roses of the hybrid Noisette group, 


of which the Marechal Niel Is a rep- 
resentative, should be trained to a 
good strong cane, with- the side shoots 
cut back to about three eyes. 
The 


main cane cau be renewed occasion- 
ally. 


The Cherokee rose should be treat- 


ed like the border roses, pruning only 
dying or crossing branches. 
Every 


few years it may be cut back severely 
and- allowed to start again.

dustries and employments for women 
generally will be investigated. 


Peculiarly, in connection will the 


work the commission Is now doing In 
the way of investigation, Commission- 
er Beck seems to Indicate that the 
commission In Wisconsin has already 
•arrived at conclusions favorable to the 
' eight-hour work law for women. As 


stated hi interviews credited to Com- 
missioner Beck purporting to bo his 
conclusions he quite specifically in- 


. dicated that the Wisconsin commis- 


sion favored the eight-hour require- 


• ment. 


This interview was commented up- 


on hero, because, If the commission 
had arrived at conclusions the neces- 
sity of holding further investigations 
and devoting time to the proposition 
seemed not only futile for the com- 
mission but to those appearing before 
it. 


Coupled with the eight-hour proposi- 


tion is the minimum wage* for women 
•question. As soon as the commission 
reaches conclusions upon the first, it 
is probable that investigations will bo

.GUARD READY£OR SERVICE 


4,500 Men and 
Officers 
Could 
Be 


• Mobilized in 24 Hours, 


Says Salsman. 


' Madison — The Wisconsin National 
iguard, consisting of ,4,500 men and of- 
ilcers, could bo mobilized at Camp 
Douglas or any other central point in 
the state within twenty-four hours,' 
Assistant Adjutant General John G. 
•Salsman said. They would be ready 
.for active service within a short time 
after being mobilized, he continued. 


No instructions or directions re- 


specting plans for quickly mobilizing 
the guard had been received from the 
war department at Washington and 
none are needed, the general said. 
Under their obligations, taken during 
their service on the Mexican border, 
the members of the guard enlisted for 
a term of six years, three years on the 
active and three years In the reserves. 
As ft result of their physical examin- 
ation and enlistment at that time the 
members of the guard can bo returned 
to federal service without taking any 
further examination or going through 
the formality of re-enlisting. 
The 


equipment for the federal service Is 
also ready and there is no reason why 
the guard can not be speedily thrown 
Into the field for federal service, If 
necessity arose, Gen. Salsman said.

raent which shall place a limit ,of 100 
days on Wisconsin legislative sessions. 


The committee has also reported 


for passage by a unanimous vote a 
substitute resolution for the. various 
resolutions which have been presented 
as a basis for constitutional amend- 
ment to Increase the pay of the mem- 
bers. 
Tho Joint resolution which prop9ses 


that, if tho people indorse the meas- 
ure,, members of future legislatures 
after tho amendment Is Incorporated. 
In tho constitution, shall receive high- 
er pay, provides that tho salaries of 
legislators shall be al least $1,000, and 
what further amounts the legislature 
itself shall fix. 


Tho fact that four of the judiciary 


committee members dissent from tho 
report of tho majority of the commit- 
tee for a constitutional amendment 
placing a limitation on tho length of 
tho session, means that there will bo 
a fight on tho floor over the measure, 
and that there will bo a strong at- 
tempt to prevent tho passage of the 
resolution. 
It* is expected the* constitutional 


amendment which alms to Increase 
tho pay of members of future legis- 
latures will be passed by both houses 
without? much difficulty, as there is a 
general opinion among legislators that 
the members o.C the legislature receive 
far too littlo money for the work 
which they are called upon to perform.

Ninety.flve Per Cent of Infected Perv 


sons Obtained -Their Milk Sup- 


ply from Same • Herd— 


Are .Examined. 


Madison—Septic sore throat is the 


laboratory diagnosis of the.sudden epi- 
demic, which already has claimed 200 
victims In Galesvllle and taken a toll 
of six lives. Ninety-five per cent ot 
the infected persons obtained their 
milk supply'from the same herd of 
twenty-six cows on a dairy farm near 
there. The milk from each cow was 
examined 
individually at 
the 
La 


Crosse city health laboratory.. The 
milk of five cows showed streptococ- 
cus infection, one was suspicious, and 
twenty were free of the organism. 
The six cows under surveillance were 
segregated from the rest and their 
milk supply cut off. 


This summarizes the situation as re- 


ported to the state board of health by 
its deputy, Dr. G. W. Henika, Madison, 
who with Dr. I. F. Thompson, deputy 
state health officer for the western 
district, and Dr. J. M. Furstman, La 
Crosso, member of the state board, 
took charge after the epidemic broke 
out.

Several of the 200 persons now suf- 


fering from the malady are danger- 
ously ill, but with the shutting off of 
the inl'ected milk supply the further 
spread of the disease will probably bo 
prevented. The situation is regarded 
now as well under control. 


Similar epidemics have occured In 


Baltimore, Concord, - N. H., Chicago 
and elsewhere.

The crew was given plenty 
of time to leave the vessel. 


"It was Just after daylight on Mon- 


day when we were attacked," said the 
captain of the Algonquin.

"There was no warning. The sub- 


marine started fire at a range of three 
miles. When about 20 live shells had 
been fired at the Algonquin, of which 
four hit the ship forward, the crew de- 
cided, to take to the boats. 


"Then the .submarine approached, 


and, with only its perfscope showing, 
sailed 
around the steamer several 


times. 
Finding that the crew had 


abandoned the ship, the submarine 
came to the surface. 


"Some of the Germans boarded the 


Algonquin 
and 
placed bombs aft. 


These were exploded, and within a 
quarter of an hour the steamer disap- 
peared. 


"I appealed to the submarine com- 


mander for a tow toward land, In view 
of the roughness of the weather, but 
the German gruffly replied; 'I am too 
busy.'"

MORE U. S. WARSHIPS 


TEN GREAT BATTLESHIPS OR- 


DERED TO BE BUILT. 


Craft will Cost the Government Over 


$100,000,000—Record Order 


for Nation. 


Washington, March 17.-Contracts 


for what is believed to be the largest 
single order for fighting craft ever 
jiven by any nation were placed by 
the navy department 


Private builders undertook to turn 


out four great battle cruisers and six- 
scout cruisers, costing nearly $112,- 
000,000 for hulls and machinery alone, 
and pledged themselves to keep 70 per 
cent of their working forces on navy 
construction. 


In response to an appeal to their 


patriotism by Secretary Daniels, the 
major shipbuilders have agreed to uc- 
cept 10 per cent net profit on the bat- 
tle cruisers, whoso cost will represent 
about $70,000,000 of the total sum In- 
volved In the contracts. 
A fifth bat- 


tle cruiser will be built at the Phila- 
delphia navy yard. 


The builders are besieged with of- 


fers of merchant work, and are get- 
ting as high as 50 per cent profit on 
those jobs, with more work in sight 
than they can do. They have placed 
their facilities at the disposal of the 
government, making U unnecessary for 
the president to consider employing 
authority to commandeer plants. 


Both "classes of cruisers ordered are 


new types to naval architecture, and 
are designed for a speed of 35 knots 
nn hour. 


The scouts were awarded on bids 


submitted, prices ranging from $o,- 
950,000 to $5,990,000, and stipulated 
time oi1 delivery from 30 to 32 months. 
Construction will be hastened to the 
limit, however, the government fooling 
the bill for additional cost. 


The battle cruisers, the fixed limit 


of cost of which Is $19,000,000

there remain to be contracted 'for three 
dreadnaughts, 38 submarines, the 13 
destroyers, and several auxiliary ves- 
sels.

ADAMSON LAW HELD VALID 


U. S. Supreme Court Declares Act of 


Congress to Be Constitutional*— 


International Crisis Hastens 


Settlement. 


Washington, D. C., March 20.—The 


United States Supreme court on Mon- 
day upheld tho Adamson eight-hour 
law. 


New York, March 20.—The railroads 


haVe met the fullest demands' of tho 
Adamson eight-hour law and thereby 
averted 
the threatened 
nationwide 


strike, with the country on the verge 
of its most serious crisis. 


Patriotism, swayed to its' height by 


the sinking of three American vessels, 
brought from the railway managers' 
committee on Monday the announce- 
ment that they would accept the broth- 
erhood chiefs' demands rather than 
give the Impression at home or abroad 
that the efficient operation of the 
country's railways will -be hampered 
or impaired in the face of its latest 
peril. 


The railroads surrendered complete- 


ly, leaving their end of the adjustment 
entirely in the hands of President Wil- 
son's mediation board. 
A joint com- 


mittee is to thrash out the minute de- 
tails. 


The . railway managers' agreement 


with the brotherhoods to put into op- 
eration the eight-hour day, on a ten 
hour pay basis, with pro rata pay for 
overtime, means approximately $1,000- 
000 a week added to the pay rolls of 
the railroads. 
Thirteen million dol- 


lars extra back pay, dated from Jan. 1, 
when the Adamson law was to have 
become effective, will be distributed 
among -100,000 trainmen. 


The decision means that the brother- 


hoods have won an important victory, 
although it does not bring them all 
their original demands. 


Text of the Agreement. 


The following agreement was signed 


by the. railway managers' committee 
and the brotherhood chiefs: 


"In all road service, except pas- 


senger, where schedules now read: 
'Our hundred miles or less, nine or 
ten hours, or less, overtime at ten 
or eleven miles per hour;' eight hours 
or less for a basic day, and twelve 
and a half miles per hour for speed 
basis for the purpose of computing 
overtime to be paid for at not less 
than one-eighth of a daily rate per 
hour. 
In all yards, switching and 


hostling sen-ice, where schedules now 
read 'ten, eleven or twelve hours or 
less shall constitute a day's work,' in- 
sert 'eight hours or less shall consti- 
tute a day's work at present ten hours 
pay.' 


"Overtime to be paid for at not 


less than one-eighth of the daily rate 
per hour, 


"In yards now working on an eight 


hour basis, the daily rate shall be the 
present ten hours' standard rate with 
overtime at one-eighth of the present 
standard dally rate. 


"In case the law is declared uncon- 


stitutional, eight hours or less at pres- 
ent ten hours' pay will constitute a 
day's work in hostling service. 


"In passenger service the present 


milage basis will be maintained. On 
roads now having a flat ten-hour day 
in passenger service, the rule will be 
amended to read 'eight within 
ten" 


hours.' 


"For all classes of employes in short 


turn around passenger service, where 
the rule now reads: 'eight within 
twelve hours,' it will be amended to 
read 'eight within ten hours.' 


"For such territory as has no num- 


ber of hours for a day's work in short 
turn around passenger service, the 
eight within ten hour rule applies. 


"Overtime to be paid for at not less 


than one-eighth of the daily rate per 
hour. 
' 
• 
"The general committees on indi- 


vidual roads may elect to retain pres- 
ent overtime 
rules in short- turn 


around passenger service, or the for- 
going provisions, but may not make 
a combination of both to produce 
greater compensation than is provided 
in either basis." 


"Iri the event the law is held to be 


constitutional, if the foregoing settle- 
ment is inconsistent with the decision 
of the court, the application will be 
adjusted to the decision. If declared 
unconstitutional, the above 
stands 


with all the provisions as written. 


"The foregoing to govern for such 


roads, classes of employes and classes 
of service represented by the national 
conference committee of the railways. 


"The schedules, except as modified 


by the above changes remain as at 
present.

the American steamships City of Mem- 
phis, Illinois and Vigilancla was an- 
nounced here. 
' Fourteen men from the Vigilancia 
are missing, as are some of the men 
from the City of Memphis. 


The crew of the Illinois was landed 


safely. 


The City of Memphis, In ballast 


from Cardiff for New York, was sunk 
by gunfire. The second officer and 
15 men of the crew have been landed. 
A patrol boat has gone in search of 
the other members of the crew. 


Illinois in Ballast. 


The Illinois, from London for Port 


Arthur, Tex., In ballast, was sunk at 
eight o'clock Sunday morning. 


The Vigllaucia was torpedoed with- 


out warning. The submarine did not 
appear. The captain, first and second 
mates; first, second and third engi- 
neers and 23 men of the crew have 
been landed at the Scllly Islands. The 
fourth engineer and 13 men are miss- 
Ing. 


Carried Crew of Fifty. 


The City of Memphis carried a crew 


of about fifty officers and men, vir- 
tually all American-born citizens or 
Americans by naturalization. 


The captain, three mates and chief 


engineer and three assistants and the 
steward were Americans by birth. 
Most of the crew were born In Nor- 
way and the fireman In Portugal or 
Spain, but had taken out final citizen- 
ship papers In the United States. 
* 


The cook was an American negro. 
Captain Borum' of the City of Mem- 


phis was a Virginian. 


The vessel was owned by the Ocean 


Steamship company of Savannah. It 
left here on January 23 for Havre, 
France, with cotton. It arrived there 
on February.G and word was received 
here by owners of the departure for 
Cardiff to take on bunker coal for her 
voyage toward New York. 


The City of Memphis was of 5,252 


tons gross. It was 377 feet long, 40 
feet of beam and was built in Ches- 
ter, Pa., in 1902. 


Washington Told of Attacks. 


Washington, March 19.—The official 


Information of the sinking of three 
American vessels by submarines in the 
barred zone reached the state depart- 
ment from Consul Frost at Queens 
town and told of the sinking of the 
City of Memphis. It read :^ 


"American steamer City of Mem 


phis, Cardiff to New York, sunk by 
German submarine 4 p. m., 17th inst 
85 miles south of Fastnet. 


"Fifteen survivors lauded at Hull 


7 a. m. today. 


"Thirty-four additional survivors are 


on admiralty vessel, which continues 
search for eight missing. 


"Will land Baltimore, Ireland." 
Consul General Skinner at London 


cabled the department a meager re- 
port on the sinking of the three ships 
In which he said: 


"American steamer City of Mem 


phis, Cardiff to New York, reported 
sunk.

Illinois Was Tankshlp. 


New York, March 19..—i'he Illinois 


was a tank steamship owned by the 
Texas company of New York. It sailed 
from Port Arthur Febiuary 17 for Lon- 
don. Marine records do not chronicle 
the arrival or departure from London. 


The Illinois was of 5,225 tons gross. 


It was 390 feet long, 52 feet of beam, 
and was built In Newport News, Va., 
In 1913. Its master was Captain Tver- 
sen. 


The steamship Vigilancia, owned by 


Walker, Armstrong & Co. of Savan- 
nah, sailed from New York for the 
Azores and Plavre on February 28, ac- 
cording to latest marine records. 
It 


was 4,115 tons gross, a freighter, S20 
feet long and 45 feet of beam. It was 
built in Chester, Pa., In 1S90. 


In Transport Service. 


The City of Memphis had an inter- 


esting career. In May, 1914, during the 
jrisis In the. affairs between Mexico and 
the United States It was hurriedly pre- 
pared for transport service while at 
Boston and \vas chartered by the gov- 
ernment 
On May 14 It SAiled from 


New York under orders to proceed to 
Galvestoii to take on stores for Ameri- 
can troops occupying Vera Cruz. 


After the war began the City of 


Memphis 'wns. ordered fitted out for 
trans-Atlantic transport service, with 
orders to proceed to Europe to bring 
home Americans stranded there.

No longer In official circles Is there 


'any thought that the German gov- 
ernment has any Intention of even 
superficially respecting American life 
and American property. That gov- 
ernment has thrown off all pretense 
and openly and avowedly Is commit- 
ting acts of war against the United 
States. 
That these acts arc of the 


"overt" character which the president 
declared this nation would not tolerate 
Is admitted by the authorities. 


Day's Emergency Acts. 


Because of the national emergency 


which the president holds now exists 
these things were done: 


1. The president made a personal 


visit to the secretary of the navy in 
the latter's office to discuss the naval 
measures to be adopted to protect 
American trade and American ship- 
ping. 


2. The president authorized the ex- 


penditure of $115,000,000 in expediting 
the construction of men of war and 
the purchase of additional torpedoes- 
boat destroyers, submarine chasers and 
other small craft, Including airships. 


3. The secretary of the navy will 


Immediately place contracts for 250 
submarine chasers and has directed 
the New York navy yard to turn out 
without delay GO vessels of this type. 


4. The 
president 
authorized 
the 


graduation of the two higher classes of 
the naval academy, in order to provide 
the navy with a sufficient numb'er of 
officers. 


5. Instructions have been given to 


expedite the examination of applicants 
for appointment In reserve corps; and 
officers of these corps have been .di- 
rected to purchase their uniforms and 
be ready for service. 
. 


G. A conference took place at the 


army war college with reference to co- 
operation In connection with and con- 
trol of the telephone and telegraph 
wires, cables and wireless In time of 
war. 


7. Plans are being perfected by the 


war department under which the land 
forces can be promptly Increased^ 


8. The war and navy departments 


have taken urgent measures to equip 
the coasts with defense guns and muni- 
tions and the fleet with ample supplies. 


9. Plans are being devised for the 


better distribution of naval vessels, 
including the commissioning of those 
ft fescrve and of the troops. 


10. Strategic plans are under consid- 


eration for the most effective-use of 
ships and troops. 


11. Arrangements have been made 


for Joint action by the army, navy and 
marine corps. 


12. Consideration was taken of the 


advisability of 
replacing 
American 


ships destroyed by German vessels in- 
terned in American ports. 


May Hasten Extra Session. 


The president also has considered 


the advisability of advancing the date 
for the convening of congress In extra 
session. No action looking to that end 
\\-as taken. 
It is expected that this 


subject will be discussed at the, meet- 
ing of the cabinet. 


The president has no authority to 


declare war or the existence of a state 
of war. This is the view of Secretary 
of State Lansing, with whom he had 
an hour's conference. 


It frequently has happened In the 


history of all nations, including that 
of the United States, that a state of 
war has existed for some time before 
the declaration has been made. In the 
present situation the authorities say 
that Germany has committed "acts of 
war" and Germany may consider that 
a state of war exists.

When a resident of Dubuque, Iowa, 


wearing a fur coat and rubber boots, 
walked hurriedly to his garage on n 
cold morning recently, he did not 
realize that his movements were stor- 
ing up a dangerous amount of elec- 
tricity In his body. But tho fact was 
that the friction of his arms against 
the coat caused a certain amount of 
static electricity to be generated, and 
this was stored .In tho man's body 
because It was Insulated from the 
ground by his rubber boots.

he sought to prime the motor of his 
car with a mixture of gasoline and 
ether, using a metal squirt can — 
probably of copper, which Js a good 
conductor of electric current — the 
can was brought so close to tho motor 
that a s'park was produced between 
ir. and the priming cup, igniting the 
gasoline.

took charge after the epidemic broke 
out. 


Several of tho' 200 persons now suf-

AMERICAN SHIP SUNK 


STEAMER ALGONQUIN BLOWN UP 


BY GERMAN U-BOAT. 


Vessel Is Shelled Without Warning- 


Submarine Refused tp Aid 


Victims of Bomb. 


London, March 10.—Tho American 


steamer Algonquin has been destroyed 
by a German submarine. 
The crew 


was saved, J. 0. Stephens, the Amer- 
ican consul at Plymouth, reported on 
Wednesday. 


The Algonquin was a freighter. It 


was sent down at six o'clock on the 
morning of March 12. The submarine 
refused assistance, the consul's report 
said. 


Twenty-seven men have been landed. 
According to later advices 
from 


Plymouth, 
the 
German 
submarine 


opened lire upon the Algonquin from a 
distance of -1,000 yards, firing about 20 
shells. 


These were not enough to sink thu 


steamer, so it was bourcled by men 
from (ho submarine, who placed four 
bombs anil the Algonquin was then 
blown up. Thu crew WHS given plenty 
of time lo leave the vessel. 


"It was Just lifter daylight on Mon- 


day when we wore attacked," suld the 
captain of the Algonquin. 


"There was no warning. 
The sub- 


marine .started lire at a range of three 
miles. When about 20 live shells luul 
been fired at the Algonquin, of which 
four hit the ship forward, the crew de- 
cided to take to the boats. 


"Thou the submarine approached, 


and, 
with only Its periscope showing, 


sailed around the steamer several 
times. 
Finding that the crew luul 


abandoned the ship, the submarine 
came to the surface. 


"Some of the Germans hoarded the 


Algonquin 
and 
placed 
bombs aft. 


These were exploded, and within a 
quarter of an hour the .steamer disap- 
peared. 


"I appealed to the submarine com- 


mander for n tow toward land, In view 
of the roughness of the weather, hut 
the German gruffly replied: 'I am too 
busy.1 "

roads, classes of employes and classes 
of service represented by the national 
conference committee of the railways.

Madison—Septic sore throp.t is the 


laboratory diagnosis of the sudden epi- 
demic, which already has claimed 200 
victims in Galesville and taken a toll 
of six lives. Ninety-five per cent o£ 
the infected persons obtained their 
milk supply from the same herd of 
twenty-six cows on a dairy farm near 
there. The milk from each cow was 
examined 
individually 
at 
the La 


Crosse city health laboratory. 
The 


milk of five cows showed streptococ- 
cus infection, one was suspicious, and 
twenty were free of the organism. 
The six cows under surveillance were 
segregated from the rest and their 
milk supply cut off. 
This summarizes the situation as re- 


ported to the state board of health by 
its deputy, Dr. G. W. Henika, Madison, 
who with Dr. I. F. Thompson, deputy 
state health officer for the western 
district, and Dr. J. M. Furstman, La 
Crosse, member of the state board, 
took charge after the epidemic broke 
out.Several o£ the 200 persons now suf- 
fering from the malady are danger- 
ously ill, but with the shutting off of 
the infected milk supply the further 
spread of the disease will probably be 
prevented. The situation is regarded 
now as well under control. 


Similar epidemics have occured in 


Baltimore, Concord, N. H., Chicago 
and elsewhere.

AMERICAN SHIP SUNK 


STEAMER ALGONQUIN BLOWN UP 


BY GERMAN U-BOAT. 


Vessel Is Shelled Without Warning— 


Submarine 
Refused to Aid 


Victims of Bomb. 


London, March 16.—The American 


steamer Algonquin lias been destroyed 
by a German submarine. 
The crew 


was saved, J. C. Stephens, the Amer- 
ican consul at Plymouth, reported oa 
Wednesday. 
The Algonquin was a freighter. 
It 


was sent down at six o'clock on the 
morning of March 12. The submarine 
refused assistance, the consul's report 
said. 
Twenty-seven men have been landed. 
According to later advices from 


Plymouth, 
the 
German 
submarine 


opened fire upon the Algonquin from a 
distance of 4,000. yards, firing about 20 
shells. 
These were not enough to sink the 


steamer, so it was boarded by men 
from the submarine, who placed four 
bombs and the Algonquin was then 
blown up. The crew was given plenty 
of time to leave the vessel. 


"It was just after daylight on Mon- 


day when we were attacked," said the 
captain of the Algonquin. 
"There was no warning. The sub- 


marine started fire at a range of three 
miles. When about 20 live shells had 
been fired at the Algonquin, of which 
four hit the ship forward, the crew de- 
cided to take to the boats. 
"Then the submarine approached, 


and, with only. Its periscope showing, 
sailed 
around the steamer 
several 


times. 
Finding that the crew had 


abandoned the ship, the submarine 
came to the surface. 


"Some of the Germans boarded the 


Algonquin 
nnd 
placed 
bombs aft. 


These were exploded, and within a 
quarter of an hour the steamer disap- 
peared. 
"I appealed to the submarine com- 


mander for a tow toward land, in view 
of the roughness of the weather, but 
the German gruffly replied: 'I ain too 
busy.' " 
New Tork, March 16.--The Algon- 


quin sailed from this port on Febru- 
ary 20 with a cargo valued at $1,250,- 
000. The ship Itself was appraised at 
$450,000. It was commanded by Capt. 
A. Norberg, a naturalized Norwegian.

They have placed 
their facilities at the disposal of the 
government, making U unnecessary for 
the president to consider employing 
authority to commandeer plants. 


Both -classes of cruisers ordered are 


new types to naval architecture, and 
are designed for a speed of 3o knots 
an hour.

The railroads surrendered complete- 


ly, leaving their end of the adjustment 
entirely in the hands of President Wil- 
son's mediation board. A joint com- 
mittee is to thrash out the minute de- 
tails. 
The railway managers' agreement 


with the brotherhoods to put into op- 
eration the eight-hour day, on a t«?n 
hour pay basis, with pro rata pay for 
overtime, means approximately $1,000- 
000 a week added to the pay rolls of 
the railroads. 
Thirteen million dol- 


lars extra back pay, dated from Jan. 1. 
when the Adamson law was to have 
become effective, will be distributed 
among 400,000 trainmen. 


The decision means that tho brother- 


hoods have won an important victory, 
although it does not bring them all 
their original demands. 


Text of the Agreement. 


The following agreement WP.S sismod 


by the railway managers' committee 
and the brotherhood chief.5: 


"In all road service, c-.vcr-pt pas- 


senger, where schedules now read: 
'Our hundred miles or le?.-. nine or 
ten hours, or less, overtime at ten 
or eleven miles per hour;' eight hours 
or less for a basic day. and twelve 
and a half miles per hour for pp^ed 
basis for the purpose of computing 
overtime to be paid for at net less 
than one-f-ighth of a daily rate per 
hour. 
In all yards, switching and 


hostling service where schedules now 
read 'ten. eleven or twelve hours or 
less shall constitute a day's work.' in- 
sert 'eight hours or less shall consti- 
tute- a day's -work at present ton hours 
pay.' 
"Overtime to be paid for nt not 


less than one-eighth of the daily rate 
per hour. 
"In yards now working on an eight 


tour basis, the daily rate shall be the 
present ten hours' standard rate with 
overtime at one-pichth of the present 
standard daily rate. 


"In case the law is declared uncon- 


stitutional, eight hours or less at pres- 
ent ten hours' pay will constitute a. 
day's work in hostling service. 
"In passenger service the present 


milage basis will be maintained. On 
roads now having a flat ten-hour day 
In passenger sen-ice, the rule will be 
amended to read 'eight within ten 
hours." 
"For all classes of employes in short 


turn around passenger service, where 
the rule now reads: 'eight within 
twelve hours,' it will be amended to 
read 'eight within ten hours.' 


"For such territory as has no num- 


ber of hours for a day's work in short 
turn around passenger service, the 
eight within ten hour rule applies. 


"Overtime to be paid for at not less 


than one-eighth of the daily rate per 
hour. 
"The general committees on indi- 


vidual roads may elect to«retain pres- 
ent overtime rules in short turn 
around passenger service, or the for- 
going provisions, but may not make 
a combination of both to produce 
greater compensation than is provided 
in either basis." 


"In the event the law is held to be 


constitutional, if the foregoing settle- 
ment is inconsistent with the decision 
of the court, the application will be 
adjusted to the decision. If declared 
unconstitutional, the 
above 
stands 


with all the provisions as written. 


"The foregoing to govern for such 


roads, classes of employes and classes 
of service represented by the national 
conference committee of the railways. 


"The schedules, except as modified 


by the above changes remain as at 
present.

The City of Memphis, In ballast 


from Cardiff for New i'ork, was sunk 
by gunfire. 
The second officer and 


15 men of the crow have been landed. 
A patrol boat line gone la senrcli of 
the other members of the crew. 


Illinois In Ballast. 


The IIHuols, from Loa-Jon for Port 


Arthur, Tex., In baltost, was sunk at 
eight o'clock Sunday morning. 


Tho Vlglhincia was torpedoed with- 


out warning. Tho submarine did not 
appear. The captain, llrst and second 
mates; first, second and third engi- 
neers and 28 men of the crew liavo 
boon landed at the Scilly Islands. The 
fourth engineer and 13 men are miss- 
ing. 


Carried Crew of Fifty, 


The City of Memphis carried a crew 


of about fifty ofllcers and men, vir- 
tually all American-born citizens or 
Americans by naturalization. 


The captain, three mates and chief 


engineer and three assistants and the 
steward 
were Americans by birth. 


Most of the crew were born In Nor- 
way and the fireman in Portugal or 
Spain, but had taken out final citizen- 
ship papers In the United Slates. 


The cook was an American negro.

Petrograd, March 19.—Czar Nich- 


olas II has abdicated the throne of 
Russia, both for 
himself and 
the 


twelve-year-old 
czarevitch.

Alexandrovitch',

brother, who had been decided upon 
originally to be regent, also has abdi- 
cated. 


This ends the dynasty of the Roman- 


offs. 


Russia now is virtually a republic. 


Monarchy Is Abolished. 


The executive 
comriittee of the 


duma issued a manifesto stating that 
the government of Kussia will be han- 
dled for three months by a committee 
of twelve. 
For the time being, it is 


stated, the.monarchy has been abol- 
ished. Councils of nobility in fifteen 
provinces have indorsed the revolu- 
tionary government. 


The Grand Duke Nicholas Is report- 


ed in a Renter dispatch from Petrograd 
to have reached the Russian capital. 
The dispatch says that he will proba- 
bly take command of the troops. 


A dispatch to the London Chronicle 


from Petrogrnd on Thursday says the 
empress of Russia has been placed un- 
der guard. 


According to Information received 


here the Russian people" have been 
most distrustful during recent events 
of the personal influence of Empress 
Alexandra. 
She was supposed to ex- 


ercise the greatest influence over Em- 
peror Nicholas. 


The Empress Alexandra, before her 


marriage to the emperor of Russia in 
1894, was the German Princess Alix of

Wednesday the week's nightmare of 


revolution ended more suddenly than 
it had begun. 
Planks were pulled 


from windows, doors were unbarred. 
factories, stores nnd banks reopened. 


The only evidence that a revolution 


had been fought and won was the 
smoldering ruins of a few 
public 


buildings. The cost in life is unknown. 
It Is believed, however, that it did not 
exceed 500. 


Magical and sudden ns was the 


transition from the old to the new. It 
Is believed here that its results will be 
almost immediately visible in the in- 
stitution by the new Russia of a more 
vigorous and efficient prosecution of 
the war against Germany. 


The duma telegraphed the principal 


generals at the front to use their influ- 
ence with Emperor Nicholas in sup- 
port of the duma's appeal for a popu- 
lar government, says Renter's Petro- 
grad correspondent. 


General Brussiloff, 
commander In 


chief of the armies on the southwest- 
ern front, replied :

"Your telegram Deceived. 
I have 


fulfilled my duty to my emperor and 
my country." 


Gen. Nicholas V. Ruzsky, member of 


the supreme military council, replied: 


"I have carried out your request."

duma, sent the following telegram to 
Emperor Nicholas : 


"The situation is becoming -worse. 


Measures must be taken immediately, 
for tomorrow it may be too late. The 
hour has arrived when the fate of the 
country and of the dynasty is being 
decided." 


M. Chtchegiovitoff, president of the 


council of empire, was arrested in bis 
home and temporarily held In the min- 
isterial room of the duma. 


A telegram received by the naval 


attache of the 
Ru.=.=Iun embassy in 


Paris reported that the railways nnd 
public services in Petrogrnd had re- 
sumed work. 


The revolution, which evidently wns 


carefully prepared, broke out 
.simul- 


taneously in Petrograd und Moscow. 
The garrisons, which obeyed the in- 
structions of the revolutionaries, Im- 
mediately took possession of these 
cities after comparatively little figlit- 
ing and equally small amount of de- 
struction of property. 


Petrograd Bridge Blown Up. 


In Petrograd one bridge was blown 


up. Strict military rule prevails nnd 
the -army lias the situation so well in 
hand that it is not expected adherents 
of the late government will be able to 
offer any surious resistance,' even in 
remote provinces. 


After receiving word of the revolu- 


tion, it is reported. Emperor Nicholas 
returned to the palace, where he ar- 
rived on Wednesday. 


The following details of the revolu- 


tion have -been given to the press from

Russian affairs: 


"The soldiers refused to net against 


the crowd which started trouble when 
it heard of the ukase issued by Em- 
peror Nicholas proroguing the duma. 
On Sunday the committee which had 
met to discuss the food situation was 
partly transformed into a provisional 
government under the presidency of 
President Rodzianko of the duma and 
included representatives of the duma

The crew of the Illinois was landed 


safely. 


The City of Memphis, In ballast 


from Crirdiff for New York, was sunk 
by gunfire. 
The second officer 
and 


15 men of the crew have been landed, 
A patrol boat has gone in search of 
the other members of the crew. 


Illinois in Ballast. 


The Illinois, from LoccJoa for Port 


Arthur, Tex., In ballast, was sunk at 
eight o'clock Sunday morning. 


The Vigilaacia was torpedoed with- 


out warning. 
The submarine did not 


appear. The captain, first and second 
mates; first, second and third engi- 
neers and 23 men of the crew have 
been landed at the Scilly islands. Tha 
fourth engineer and 13 men are miss- 
ing. 


Carried Crew of Fifty. 


The City of Memphis carried a crew 


of about fifty officers and men, vir- 
tually all American-born citizens or 
Americans by naturalization. 


The captain, three mates and chief 


engineer and three assistants and the 
steward were 
Americans by birth- 


Most of the crew were born in Nor- 
way and the fireman in Portugal or 
Spain, but had taken out final citizen- 
ship papers in the United States. 


The cook was an American negro. 
Captain Borum of the City of Mem- 


phis was a Virginian. 


The vessel was owned by the Ocean 


Steamship company of Savannah. It 
left here on January 23 for Havre, 
France, with cotton. It arrived there 
on February.G and word was received 
here by owners of the departure for 
Cardiff to take on bunker coal for her 
voyage toward New York. 


The City of Memphis was of 5.2-52

It was 377 feet long. -53 


feet of beam and was built in Ches- 
ter, Pa., in 1002. 


Washington Told of Attacks.

Information of the sinking of three 
American vessels by submarines in the 
barred zone reached the state depart- 
ment from Consul Frost nt Quoens- 
town nnd told of the sinking of the 
City of Memphis.

Illinois Was Tankship. 


New York, March 19.—The Illinois 


was a tank steamship owned by the 
Texas company of New York. It sailed 
from Port Arthur Febiunry 17 for Lon- 
don. Marine records do not chronicle 
the arrival or departure from London. 


The Illinois was of D.225 tons gross. 


It was 390 feet long, 52 feet of beam, 
end was built in Newport News, Va., 
in 1913. Its master was Captain Iver- 
sen. 


The steamship Vigilancia, owned by 


Walker, Armstrong & Co. of Savan- 
nah, sailed from New York for the 
Azores and Havre on February 28, ac- 
cording to latest marine records.

wns 4,115 tons gross, a freighter, 320 
feet long nnd 45 feet of beam. It was 
built in Chester, Pa., in 1S90. 


In Transport Service. 


The City of Memphis had an Inter-

Orders Work on Warships 


Rushed. 


TO COST ABOUT $115,000,000 


Action Is Deemed the First Official 


Move to Show That National Emer- 


tjeney Exists—Submarine Chas- 


ers ,to Be Equipped First 


Washington, March 20.—"Whatever 


the navy can do, it will," declared Sec- 
retary Daniels. 
"More than that I 


would not like to say at this time." 


Wilson Orders Navy Prepared. 


In the national emergency which 


has been precipitated by ruthless Ger- 
man destruction of American ships. 
President Wilson is making intensive 
preparations for the defense of the 
country and Its rights. 


No longer in official circles is there 


any thought that the German gov- 
ernment has any intention of even 
superficially respecting American life 
and American property. 
That gov- 


ernment has thrown off all pretense 
and openly and avowedly is commit- 
ting acts of war against the United 
States. 
That these acts are of the 


"overt" character which the president 
declared this nation would not tolerate 
Is admitted by the authorities. 


Day's Emergency Acts. 


Because of the national emergency 


which the president holds now exists 
these things were done: 


1. The president made a personal 


visit to the secretary of the navy In 
the latter's office to discuss the naval 
measures to be adopted to 
protect 


American trade and American ship- 
ping. 


2. The president authorized the ex- 


penditure of $115,000,000 In expediting 
the construction of men of war and 
the purchase of additional torpedoes- 
boat destroyers, submarine chasers and 
other small craft. Including airships. 


3. The secretary of the navy will 


Immediately place contracts for 250 
submarine chasers and has directed 
the New York navy yard to turn out 
without delay CO vessels of this type. 


4. The 
president 
authorized the 


graduation of the two higher classes of 
the naval academy, in order to provide 
the navy with a sufficient number of 
officers. 


0. Instructions have been given to 


expedite the examination of applicants 
for appointment In reserve corps; and 
officers of these corps have been di- 
rected to purchase their uniforms and 
be ready for service. 


G. A conference took place at the 


! army war college with reference to oo- 
operat'.on in connection with and con- 
trol of the telephone and telegraph 
wires, cables and wireless In time of 
war. 


7. Plans are being perfected by the 


war department under which the land 
forces can be promptly increased. 


8. The war and navy departments 


have taken urgent measures to equip 
the coasts with defense guns and muni- 
tions and the fleet with ample supplies. 


9. Plans are being devised for the 


better distribution of naval vessels. 
Including the commissioning of those 
Iv reserve and of the troops. 


10. Strategic plans are under consid- 


eration for the most effective- use of 
ships and troops. 


11. Arrangements have been made 


for Joint action by the urmy, navy and 
marine corps. 


12. Consideration was taken of the 


advisability 
of 
replacing American 


ships destroyed by German vessels in- 
terned In American ports. 


May Hasten Extra Session. 


The president nlso has considered 


the advisability of advancing the date 
for the convening of congress In extra 
session. No action looking to that end 
was taken. 
It is expected tlint this 


subject will be discussed at the meet- 
ing of the cabinet. 


The president has no authority to 


declare war or the existence of a state 
of war. This is the view of Secretary 
of State Lansing, with whom he had 
an hour's conference. 


It frequently has happened In the 


history of all nations, including that 
of the United States, that a state of 
war has existed for some time before 
the declaration lias been made. In the 
present situation the authorities say 
that Germany 1ms committed "acts of 
tvar" and Germany may consider that 
a state of war exists.
